Marry F. Johnion Hanged for the Murder 
at Allentown, Pa. 


DROWN 


A despatch from Allentown, Pa., says :— 
Lehigh’s firet legal hanging since the coun- 


ty was incorporated in 1412 took place on 
yard, Harry F. Johnson being the victim’ 
The drop fell at 10.24, and death ensued 
at 10.454 from strangulation, Johnsen 
murdered hia ‘%-year-old daughter Hertha 
on July 25, 1895. He waaa shiftless sort 
ed, agreed to pay asmall sum weekly for 


Tuesday morning in the Allentown jail 
ofa fellow, and had separated from his 
wife, the latter keeping thechild and work- 
ing for ite support. She persistently de. 
manded contributions from the father, who 
finally, on legal proceedings being institut- 
thechild’s support. He kept up the pay- 
ment for 10 weeks and then stopped, 
Further demands being unheeded, she left 
the child at the livery stable at which 
Johnson wasemployed. Johnson took the 
child to his mother, whe kept the child for 
four weeks, finally sending her back to him 
on the morning of July 25, 1893. The 
child remained at the stable all day, the 
father during the day making several 
ineffectual attempts to have someone take 
charge of her. In the evening of tnat day, 
about So clock, Johnson borrowed a horse 
and buggy from his employer for the pur- 
nose, os he said, of taking the child home. 
He took Bertha in the buggy with him and 
drove away. That was the last time tne 
child was seen alive. Johnson returned 
alone to the atablesin lesa than an hour, 
; On July 31 the body of the child was 
found intheLehigh myer. There were no 
marks of violence, and,so far as discovered, 


death waa caused by drowning. He told 
conflicting stories, but after conviction 
made «a confession, saying that he ha 
murdered hia daughter because he did not 
Want to take care of her.
